brought to the attention of the Admiralty it 
has received but scant support. Now that 
Sir Joho Kisher is at the head of affairs, 
stirring up the fly-bluwn  sinecurists, and 
throwing forms, formulas and precedents, to- 
the winds we may expect tv see a revolution 
in this matter of materially assisting private 
dock undertakings. Ifitis thought necessary 
to subsidise steamship companies in order 
that auxitiary cruisers may be forthcoming in 
time of war, why not: subsidise dock. com- 
panies which” are capable of repairing the 
largest battleships afloat in the wmmum of 
time?, They are equally auxiliary to the 
navy.
